Council last <n|ghtj^ passed an 
operating budget '«Wch*slashed 
over $72,000 from last year's 
total expenditures of $367,827. 
According to O'Connell, the main 
priorities lay with reducing tiie 
deficits:of 'the McGill Daily, the 
Dcbathig Union, and Radio Mc- 
Gill. 

A substantial slice was cut 
- from these three areas.

. year, a.s compared to S13.000 
' la.st year. Twenty tliousr\nd dol- 
lars ' of ■ this, however, was pre- 
, viously committed, pending the 
granting of an FM licence to the 
station . by^ .the.; Canadian Radio 
and Television t^othmission. 

OTonncll's ;iiisterity measures 
were triticizi'd by sfcvcral , Coun- 
cil members, including ••External 



Vice-President Randy Sykes. Sy- 
kes charged that the budget left 
more than adequate leeway for 
undcrcstimatcd revenue. 

"The danger of this is that 
we will cut back important acti- 
vities more than Is really ne- 
cessary to remain financially 
solvent" he said. This is par- 
ticularly true of the Debating 
Union's speakers' program, which 
has been drastically reduced in 
the overall budget." 

The Debating Union's budget 
was reduced from $4100 to $1500. 
Arts and Science representative 
Robert Hosang alleged that the 
proposed budget for the Intema-

and I feel that a contingency has 
been left for each expenditure."
